Maxwell Bodenheim  De- 
parts From Hyannis, 
Mass., With Dr. M. J. 
Loeb and Daughter. 


SHE REFUSES TO 
LEAVE WITHOUT HIM 


“I Know What I Want; I 
Know What I Intend to 
Do; I Have a Mind of My 
Own” She Tells Parent.

HYANNIS, Mass., July 23.— 
Gladys Loeb, 17-year-old writer, 
apparently was ‘in command today 
of the situation which involved 
herself, her father. Dr. ‘Aartin J. 
Loeb, and.» Maxwell Bodenheim, 
novelist and host. 

The girl leading the way, Boden- 
heim carrying her suitcase, and her 
father trailing in the rear, the 
three left the Hyannis Inn yester- 
day for an unannounced destina- 
tion. They boarded a New Bedford- 
bound bus. 


The father, who arrived in Prov- 
incetown Saturday with the avowed 
intention of giving Bodenheim a 
thrashing, had changed his mind. 
This change of front, according to 
a taxicab driver, who brought them 
here from Provincetown late Sat- 
urday night, followed a bitter row 
between the two men. It was 
Gladys who dominated the situa- 
tion. When her father decided to 
return to New York and attempt to 
ride out of Provincetown, the 
daughter announced she would not” 
leave without the novelist. 

Girl Defends Novelist. 

Inducements were made, but to 
no avail. The gic] remained ada- 
mant. The father finally was com- 
pelled to send the taxicab to the 
novelist’s cottage and request him 
to join them a few miles on the 
outskirts of the town. Bodenheim 
promptly complied. On his arrival, 
however, the ,father turned from 
his his daughter and started to up- 
braid Bodenheir. 

Gladys during the argume:t 
Stood by defending the novelist 
against her father. Dr. Loeb. re- 
alizing that he was handicapped, 
finally admitted it was useless to 
continue the argument and at the 
Suggestion of Bodenheim ordered 
the chauffeur to bring them to 
the inn here. 

Arriving at the inn, Dr. Loeb 
advanced to the desk, requested 
three rooms for the night, and 
signed the register “Dr. Martin J. 
Loeb and family.” 

It was a long ride the three 
took before arriving here. First 
they drove to Falmouth and then 
to Hyannis. Once the taxi broke 
down and a halt had to be made 
for repairs. Then along came an- 
other automobile which collided 
with the Loeb machine and the 
jar tossed Gladys and the nov- 
elist almost through the wind- 
shield while her father was 
bruised about the knee. 

“I know what I want. 
what I intend to do. I have a 
mind of my own,” was her re- 
peated injunction to her father’s 
attempts at reasoning and per- 
suasion. 

Gladys disappeared from home 
last Tuesday. The fact that she 
was missing became public after 
the body of Miss Virginia Drew, 
who had asked Bodenheim to crit- 
icise her poetry, was found in the 
Hudson River, New York, on 
Thursday. Gladys also had at- 
tempted suicide. 
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200,000 WORKMEN CAN'T EARN 
LIVING AT PRESENT TRADES 


British Industrial Board Advises 
Their Transfer to Ct--er Oc- 
cupations at Once.

LONDON, July 23.—More than 
200,000 workmen, many of them 
married, cannot expect to earn a 
livelihood,from the industries in 
which tifey have been employed, 
says a report made today by the 
Industrial Transference Board. 
The report says these men must be 
moved from distressed areas in 
England to other places where they 
can start life anew. ~ 

The board says these 200,000 
cannot pay the cost of moving or 
wait for a week's wages in order 
to defer such costs. Assistance must 
be given them. . 

“It is a hard thing to tella num- 
ber of families, and even: whole 
communities, that unless they leave 
all their familiar surroundings they 
will not be able to earn an honest 
living,” said the report, “but we 
should be shirking every inference 
from the facts, if we did not em-

Ardent Obregon followers here 
accused Morones of having been 
the “intellectual author’ of the 
assassination of President-elect 
Alvaro Obregon. Morones was dis- 
missed by the usual procedure of 
permitting him to tender his for- 
mal resignation, which was ac- 
cepted without delay. 


The peremptory dismissai of Mo- 
rones has had a quieting etfect on 
the troubled situation ande has end- 
ed most of the talk of taking direct 
and overt action against ‘he labor 
leader. “We do not !oox for fur- 
ther bloodshed,” said Co!. Ricardo 


Topete, leade* Of the region "blocs 


in Congress. .Topete was ‘one of 
those who led armed parties swear- 
ing to kill Morones’ Tuesday night 
after the assassination. : 


In the absence from the capital of 
Aaron Saenz, Governor of Sonora 
and mentioned for Provisional 
President to succeed Calles, Topete 
is the acknowledged Jeader n the 
Capital of Obregon’'s followers. His 
statement that his followers’ will 
keep peace is considered as assur- 
ing a calm state’ of affairs for a 
while at ‘east. 

Complaints to Calles. 

“The elimination of ‘“forones 
greatly simplifies the +ituation,” 
Col. Topete said. 

During the afternoon the Obre- 
gOn leaders waited on President. 
Calles and submitted evid-nce they 
regarded as supporting their 
charges against Morones, where- 
upon the President, who had pre- 
viously refused to act without 
proof, demanded Morones’ resigna- 
tion. 

Antonio Diaz Soto y Gama:

Morones Letter of Resignation, 

In his letter of resignation, 
Morones referred to the Obregon- 
ista party as “our enemies.”

NEW YORK. July 23.—John 
Henry Mears, theatrical produce 
and writer, and Capt. C. B. D. 
Collyer, flyer, today held the rec- 


ord for a circle of the globe—23 
days, 15 hours, 21 minutes and 3 
seconds. They broke the old rec- 
ord by four days and 23 hours. 


They stepped from an automo- 
bile at Battery Park last night at 
8:21 o'clock, completing A journey 
by boat and airplane. which they 
began from the same place the 
morning of June 29. 


With them, barking enthusias- 
tically, was a little Sealyham ter- 
rier, named Tailwind, who had 
sped with them’ over two oceans 
and three continents. 

Last of Trip Through Fog. 

The last leg of their flight, from 
Minneapolis, they found one of the 
most difficult of the entire trip. 
They were forced to fight fog and 
low flying clouds for the last part 
of their flight, detouring by what 
aviators call the ‘“‘scenic route” 
down the Susquehanna River to 
the Delaware River at Middletown, 
N. Y., where they cut across New 
Jersey to Miller Field, Staten 
Island, ~ 

Swooping out of the mist in 
their Fairchild cabin .monoplane, 
the: City of New York, in which 
they had’ made all the air ports of 
their journey, they landed at 6:55 
o'clock. The journey from Miller 
Field to the Battery was made by 
automobile and ferry. 

By his trip Mears again became 
co-holder of the record for circling 
the globe, breaking that of Linton 
Wells and Edward Evans set in 
1926. The Wells-Evans expedition 
had broken the record of 35 days 
which Mears set in 1913. 

Started on Trip June 29. 

Mears, Collyer and their dog 
took; off: in a seaplane from the 
Battery June 29. Off Long Island 
they overtook the Olympic aboard 
which was their plane. Landing 
at Cherbourg, France, July 5, they 
flew across Europe and Asia in six 
days. From ‘Tokio they traveled 
by steamer to Victoria, B. C., 
landing there last Friday night. 
They flew from Victoria to Min- 
neapolis and yesterday completed 
their journey.

Commissioner McManamy Protests 
Against Free Hauling of 
Officers’ Coaches. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 


was told today by Commissioner 
McManamy that abuses in the use 
of railroad-owned private passen- 
ger cars were common and exten- 
sive. He suggested new regulations 
to limit railroad expenditures in 
this field. He recommended that 
the commission forbid one railroad 
from moving a private car for an- 
other road except at regular 
charges, thus abolishing the system 
by which such. cars are moved free 
when off their home lines. In a re- 
port McManamy declared the prac- 
tice. of transporting persons other 
than railroad employes in private 
passenger cars at the same rates 
charged passengers provided only 
with ordinary coach accommoda- 
tions constituted an unjust discrim- 
ination and should be prohibited. 

It was a. general practice, Mc- 
Manamy said, for the wives, daugh- 
ters and friends of railroad officers 
to use private cars to transport 
parties to and from pleasure re- 
sorts. 

“During the last three years, the 
eight private cars of the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis traveled 254,- 
000 miles on foreign linea,” the re- 
port said, “while foreign line cars 
traveled only 26,000 miles on that

NEW YORK, July 23.—An in- 
junction suit against the General 
Outdoor Advertising Co., Inc., and 
eight other defendants, alleging 
violation of the anti-trust law and 
specific acts in restraint of trade, 
was filed by the Federal Govern- 
ment here today. , 

The principal defendant is said 
to handle $35,000,000 worth of the 
$75,000,000 outdoor advertising 
business done annually in this 
country. The other defendants 
named in the action are: Nationa} 
Outdoor Advertising Bureau, Inc., 
Outdoor Advertising Association of 
America, Inc., Foster & Kleiser Co., 
Foster & Kleiser Investment Co., 
Kerwin H. Fulton, George John- 
son, George Armsby and George Ww. 
Kleiser. 

Fulton, president of the General 
Outdoor Advertising Co., said in a 
statement that the filing of the 
suit by the Department of Justice 
followed “an extended negotiation 
with the department concerning 
the possibility of a cofsent decree 
in equity.’ , 

“In the latter stages of this ne- 
gotiation,” the statement continued, 
“the department took the position 
that the company should be_ re- 
stricted as to certain activities nec- 
essary in the judgment of the com- 
pany to the proper servicing of 
contracts for outdoor advertising 
made by the company with its ad- 
vertiser clients. This company, re- 
alizing that the restrictions pro- 
posed by the department would 
render impracticable the delivery 
of satisfactory service to users of 
the medium and would seriously 
impair, if not destroy, the com- 
pany’s ability to sell the medium 
in volume sufficient to support the 
industry, has been unable to meet 
the terms which the department 
has sought to impose.”

BOMB MURDER 


Yacht on Archeological Expedition Nearly 
Wrecked by Rare Occurrence — Triple 
Rainbow Appears After Fierce Storm. * 


Ey the Associated Press. 

STURGEON BAY, Wis.. July 23. 
— Three water spouts and a triple 
rainbow nearly spelled disaster to 
the yacht Naroca of the Isle Royal 
Archeological expedition, it was 
| learned today in a dispatch to the 
Associated Press from Commander 
Eugene F. MacDonald, Polar ex- 
plorer. 

The commander of the Naroca 
reported late Sunday, while on 
Lake Michigan five miles northeast 
of Sheboygan’ “in the van of a 
storm of unusual darkness and in- 
tensity with a 50-mile wind, the 
three water spouts whirled down 
simultaneously upon the yacht, éne 
to the port bow, one to the star- 
board and a third dead ahead. 

“Two of them crossed the 
Naroca’s bow at a distance of 400 
yards, the third moved southward 
and disappeared. They were 100 
feet or more in diaméter and the 
water was thrown several hundred 
feet high. 

“A triple rainbow was observed 
shortly after the storm began to 
clear. 

Water Spouts Are Rare. 

“Water spouts in the Great Lakes 
region are rare. In the 53 years 
of service on these waters, Capt. 
Jens Ellingsen of the Naroca has 
seen only one and that was in the 
Same vicinity.”

FOUR POLICEMEN HURT 


IN NEW YORK RIGTING 


Officers Atacked by Mob When 


Called to Harlem to Arrest 
Negro. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—Attempts 


of police to arrest a Negro in re 
lem last night resulted in rioting 
in which four policemen were in- 


jyured. Reserves from -two pre- 


cincts and a riot squad with rifles 


were subjected to a barrage of bul- 
lets, bricks, garbage, broken fur- 
niture and bottles from housetops 
for nearly half an hour before the 
riot was quelled. 

Patrolman Charles Kubiel was 
injured internally and cut and 
bruised. Patrolmen Samuel Mc- 
Fadden and Irwin Young suffered 
fractures of their right hands when 
they struggled against the mob, 
and Patrolman Herman de Stella 
was kicked and beaten and his 
right eye and head were bruised. ° 
Only Kubiel remained at the hos- 
pital. 

In the same hosptal a Negro, 
said to be Clarence Donald, 36 
years old, who police said started 
the trouble by invading with two 
other Negroes an apartment, was 
held on a charge of assault. 

Capts Burnell] telephoned a riot 
call to police headquarters and the 
Harlem emergency squad truck was 
sent with 20 patrolmen, armed 
The mob surged back 
and forth across Lenox avenue, de- 
nouncing the police and blocking 
the progress of heavy motor traffie. 
As the policemen sprang their 
truck and swung into the milling 
crowd, the barrage descended from 
the ‘house tops. Then came a fusil- 
lade of bullets. When -the police 
raiseq their rigfles into position 
against the rioters on the roofa, the 
latter disappeared. 

Then after a struggle with the 
mob the street was cleared. It was 
the first serious trouble police have 
faced in Harlem’s Negro rection in 
many years. Fearing an outbreak 
of trouble, Capt. Burnell left five 
policemen on duty on the block for

People who voice their admiration in the belief that | bave 
achieved: so much in golf at an age so young are not aware of the 
many years that I have been devoting to this grand pursuit of an

” It seems to be the general belief 
that golfers are born and not 
made, the followers of this faith 
never stopping to realize that our 
famous golfers have risen from all 
walks of life: from varied environ- 
ments and from many nationali- 
ties. There was a time not long 
since when the Scots and the En- 
glish produced the only adept ex- 
ponents of the pitch and the putt. 

Now a careful scanning of the 
list reveais the fact that golf has 
become truly cosmopolitan. No 
longer is it confined to one or two 
countries as it was some years. 
ago. It is being played even in} 
the remote places of the world and 
with many an obscure nook pro- 
ducing shining examples of the 
golfing art. 

All these devotees, proficient at 
the simple task of propelling a 
golf ball hither and yon, are made, 
not born. That is my humble 
opinion It is my belief that any- 
body endowed with imitative abjili- 
ty can become a fine golfer, even 
a great one.

Be Sure to Practice the Right 
Shots.

Public Utility Excess Profits. 
- Yo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
F OR five years past the larger electric 


light and power companies without 
exception, and the smaller ones with few 
exceptions, have been collecting excessive 
profits from their customers. Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. of Missouri. has 
been and is today collecting excessive 
profits. After paying all operating ex- 
penses including all taxes, and after de- 
ducting from gross income most liberal 
percentages for depreciation and all 
other company reserve funds, and after 
paying all interest on funded and unfund- 
ed debt, and after paying all preferred 
stock dividends in full, Union Electric 
has had left 18 to 20 per cent yearly 
profit for its common stock, all owned by 
North American Edison Co., whose com- 

i mon stock is in turn all owned by North 

: American Co. of New York. / 


- Union Blectric has not paid to its com- 
mon stock more than 12 per cent yearly 
cash dividends. The St. Louis manage- 
ment of the company, with more social 
intelligence than the New York holding 
company management, has thus far suc- 
cessfully resisted strong pressure to in- 
crease the 12 per cent yearly cash divi- 
dend on the common stock. But all of 
the 18 to 20 per cent profit earned yearly 
for the common stock is the exclusive 
property of the holding company. Rein- 
vested in Union Blectric’s growing busi- 
ness, the 6 to $ per cent margin of yearly 

: common stock profit not paid cut in cash 
dividends is eapitalized by the issuance 
of additional common stock, which im- 
mediately begins earning 18 to 20 per 
cent yearly profit, and drawing 12 per 
cent yearly cash dividends, under existing 
electric service rates in the St. Louis dis- 
trict. Thus the property and capitaliza- 
tion of Union Electric, and of many other 
similar utilities, are continually being en- 
larged out of excessive profits unjustly— 
and illegally-—collected from their cus- 
tomers.

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MR. SIDENER’S OMISSIONS. 

As a candidate for renomination Circuit Attor-. 
ney Sidener made a rather plausible talk before 
the Woman’s Republican Club on Saturday. It was 
plausible by, virtue of its omissions. He told about 
the investigations of his official record, instigated, 
he said, “by unfriendly newspapers,” and pointed 
with pride to the exonerations bestowed upon hit 
“3 x grand juries.” 
hpi Neg nae sa he admitted Motlow had 
been acquitted, but “it wasn’t my fault,” he ex- 
plained, because Motlow had 10 lawyers, while the 
prosecution had only two—Sidener and an as- 
sistant. He omitted the facts of the case—the facts 
that Motlow in a drunken rage at a Pullman porter 
shot and killed a Pullman conductor and went unpun- 
ished. All that Motlow’s battery of lawyers could do 
in the circumstances was to drench the jury with 
sentimental sob stuff. 

Did Sidener present the undeniable facts of Mot- 
low’s guilt with the energy, earnestness and force 
of a prosecutor outraged at this wanton murder and 
as an official commissioned under oath to serve jus- 
tice and maintain the sanctity of humar life? 

Are we to understand that the guilt or innocence 
of a murderer in St. Louis depends not upon the facts 
but upon the financial ability of a defendant to em- 
ploy 10 lawyers to two from the prosecutor’s office? 

The Rutherford case was also lightly passed over. 
Lest we forget, let it be recalled that Rutherford, 
in a drunken carousal, killed a bellboy who refused 
“to get him a woman,” and, like Motlow, went un- 
punished on payment of a fine of $500, with the con- 
sent of the Circuit Attorney's office and without 
trial, but with the expenditure of thousands of dol- 
lars.

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WHAT OBREGON DID. 

That Obregon led Mexico to a middle ground be- 
tween Diaz, who disinherited the people, and Car- 
ranza, Who would have excluded foreign capital, is 
well known. It is also quite easily recalled that he 
was the only General who could whip the resourceful 
Pancho Villa, that he never lost a battle. and that 
as President he brought peace to Mexico after .11 
years of revolution. 

It is not so well known what Obregon did to gain 
his great hold upgn the Mexican people. Chiefly, to- 
gether with qthers of the revolutionary leaders, he 
freed the serfs upon the haciendas. It is estimated 
that there were 7,000,000 of these, or about half the 
population. Human slavery is one of the most per- 
sistent of evils. It has been found since the League 
of Nations undertook to abolish it that it exists out- 
right in seven countries.. Its persistence in some 


our Southern states. Alabama has just abandoned 
the practice of leasing her convicts to private con- 


tractors. The scandals of this practice in Florida 
and other of the Southern states ‘are vividly re- 
called. 


In Mexico the persistence of slavery was particu- 
larly vicious. The serfs were not free to leave the 
haciendas, to which they were bound by debt. This 
was an easy device with which to bind the serf for 
life. Freedom was possible only by purchase, or pay- 
ing the debt, and was almost unknown. It was easy 
to make the price prohibitive to the ignorant Indian. 
The courts were against him, as was the custom of 
the country. Obregon and his associates emancipated 
the serfs. They declared null and void all the debts 
against them, and for the first time since the con- 
quistadors the Indians of Mexico Walked again in 
freedom. 

The new rulers of Mexico did more. They re- 
stored to the villages the common lands stolen from 
them under Diaz. For more than 300 years the vil. 
lages had used in common the lands about them. 
Diaz gave or sold these lands to the surrounding 
haciendas. The villages were without land on which to 
raise food. The villagers became perforce serfs. All 
that ended when the revolutionaries got contro] of. 
the Government. Is it any wonder that the Mexicans 
loved Obregon? Is it any wonder that he was their 
hero? Obregon and his fellows had restored to them 
their liberty and their lands. That was the reason

Men and women are gayly tramping the golf 
courses who remember Ellen Terry in the full splen- 
dor of her fame and the lovely dowry of her youth. 
So it is hard to realize that the great actress who 
died the other day made her debut before an audi- 
ence that looked on Queen Victoria, that was wel- 
coming home the heroes of the Crimea, that was 
glorifying the name of that fighting “Angel of 
Mercy,” Florence Nightingale, and reciting the stir- 
ring cadences of that martial indictment, “The Light 
Brigade,” in which Tennyson had immortalized the 
blunder of Balaklava. On that far day Palmerston 
was manipulating the destiny of Europe with tireless 
jugglery under the often reproachful gaze of a Cab- 
inet officer, “half Jesuit, half Puritan,” the youth- 
ful, black-haired Gladstone. And here in our own 
“Middle West” “The Prairie Years” were ending. 
While the child of 8 was lisping her lines in London, 
Lincoln may have been preparing that “greatest of his 
speeches,” delivered at the State convention in Bloom- 
ington, at which the Republican party of Illinois was 
formed. And while the President, in the strange lone- 
liness of his power, pondered the emancipation proc- 
lamation to the obligato of guns, while Palmerston 
quibbled shabbily with Minister Adams and Gladstone 
was all for recognizing the Confederacy—in what 
now seems a remote crisis of history—Ellen Terry 
was glimpsing the wonderland of Shakspeare vhroveh 
the miraculous eyes of her early teens.

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THE FUTURE OF BITUMINOUS. 

Coal mine operators and miners, too, ought to be 
interested in the meeting to be held at the Carnegie 
Institute of Technology. in Pittsburg, Pa., next No- 
vember. This meeting will be the second interna- 
tional conference on bituminous coal. Perhaps the 
most important item on the agenda will have to do 
with the process of manufacturing synthetic petrol- 
eum from coal. 


Walter C. Teagle, the president of the Standard | 


Oil Co. of New Jersey, has been invited to become 
a member of the advisory board of the conference. 
Some time ago Mr. Teagle was reported to have 
acquired American rights to the German process of 
extracting petroleum from coal, and the New Jersey 
Standard and the German company are said to be 
planning the erection of an experiment station to 
test the process. 

Scientists have been at work for some time on 
this problem of extracting ofl from coal. Several 
processes have been developed and in some instances 
promising results have been obtajned. The convic. 
tion seems to obtain that, when our oj] deposits are 
exhausted, we shall.turn to soft coal for gasoline, 
though shale, a distant relation of coal. will also be- 
commandeered. The prediction .has been made that, 
eventually, soft coal will be “processed” into various 
by-products at the mine and that it will then attain 
a commercial value and importance decidedly su- 
perior to anything it has previously enjoyed. 

The fact that technicians of various countries, 
along with the heads of great business houses. are 
debating this subject in international] conferences, 
augurs well for the future of bituminous.

CHICAGO AND REJUVENATION. 

Chemists and physiologists of the University of Chi- 
cago say that gland rejuvenation is a failure. They 
have been experimenting with it for years, and seri- 
ously doubt if the glands of other animals can be 
successfully transferred to man. Dr. Luckhart thinks 
they are handicapped in not having human glands 
with which to experiment. He says: “When we in- 
troduce the glands of one species into another we 
bring about a peculiar biological action.” 

Dr. Moore absolutely disbelieves in rejuvenation 
by such a process. He Says a transplanted gland 
will live for a while, but it will not grow or resume 
its function. There is not, he Says, the proper blood 
circulation through the whole gland to feed it and 
keep it alive. | 

Meanwhile, the Medical and Surgical Society of 
Brazil, after-a heated debate, igs inviting Dr. Serge 
Voronoff himself to visit that country and lecture 
before the society upon gland transference. It is 
a subject that, despite the pessimism in some quar- 
ters, immensely interests the medical world and has 
interested it for years. 

Perhaps Chicago {s not so good a field for experi- 
menting as Steinach and Voronoff have found 
Europe to be. Chicago people are already, or claim 
to be, rejuvenated by the lake air. There may be

NUMBER of persons recently have de- 
A clared that if Gov. Smith were elected 
é to the presidency he probably wouid 
appoint members of the Supreme Court in 
sympathy with his ideas on prohibition. and 
that the eighteenth amendment and the 
Volstead act would be nullified. [In this 
connection it is pointed out that certain 


members of the court are advanced in years — 


and it is probable that the next President 
Wili have a number of opportunities to ap- 
point Justices. Among those making such 
statements are Mrs. Eva C. Wheeler, presi- 
dent of the Southern California W. C. T. U3 
former Gov. Colquitt of Texas, and William 
Allen White of Kansas, 

Such. statements represent a throwback 
to utterances of the '70s, when President 
Grant was suspected and accused of “pack - 
ing’’ the Supreme Court for the purpose of 
bringing about a reversal of its decision 
holding the legal tender taws to be uncon- 
stitutional. Grant has long since been freed 
of that suspicion. Charles Warren in_ his 
comprehensive work on “The Supreme 
Court in United States History.” writes: 
“The charge has been conclusively answered 
many. times, but still occasionally crops out 
in attacks on the court. The facts them- 
selves disprove the accusation.” 


The power of the President to determine 
ths membership and the power and actions 
of the Supreme Court is by no means com- 
plete. He has the sole power to nominate 
members of the court, but this is all. The 
power to impeach, and to convict on im- 
peachment, both as to the President and 
the members of the Supreme Court, resides 
in the respective branches of Congress, and, 
moreover, Congypss has power, by legisla- 
tion, further to curb the power of the Pres- 
ident and the court, and has exercised this. 


{ft is true, of course, that the exercise of 


these powers by Congress requires a two- 
thirds vote of its branches, as in the case 
of the exercise of the presidential veto. 
But the presidential nomination of mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court ts nil if one 
more than a third of the members of the 
Senate are in opposition, for a vote of two- 
thirds of the Senate is required to confirm 
such nominations. This power has been re- 
peatedly exercised. The instances in the 
case of Supreme Court nominations are as 
follows: 

President Washington appointed John 
Rutledge as an original member of the 
Supreme Court, but after a few months 
Rutledge resigned. Five yearslater Wash- 
ington nominated him to be Chief Justice, 
but the Senate rejected the nomination. 

President Madison appointed Alexander 
Wolcott to be a Justice; he was rejected 
by the Senate. 

President John Quincy Adams appointed 
John J. Crittenden, gut the Democratic 
Senate declined to act, and, when Andrew 
Jackson was inaugurated a few months 
later, John McLean got the place. 

President Jackson nominated Roger B. 
Taney as a Justice; he was rejected. A 
few months later Jackson nominated Taney 
to be Chief Justice, and he was confirmed. 

President Tyler nominated John’ c. Spen- 
cer, who was rejected. He then nominated 
Reuben H, Wat!worth to fill that vacancy 
and Edward King to fill another. but oppo. 
sition developed, and Tyler withdrew these 
nominations as he went out of office. How- 
ever, he also nominated John Meredith 
Read, but no action was taken. 

President Polk nominated George E. 
Woodward, who was rejected. _ 

President. Fillmore nominated Edward Av

Bradford to fill a vacancy, but the Senate 
adjourned without acting. He then named 
George E. Badger for the place, but the 
Senate postponed action. He then named 
William C. Micou, but no action was taken 
before Fillmore went out of office, and the 
place was filled by President Pierce, 

President Buchanan nominated Jeremiah 
S. Black to be a Justice, but he was re- 
jected, 

In 1863 Congress enacted a law increas- 
ing the members of the Supreme Court from 
nine to ten, but in 1866 it passed another 
law cutting the number to seven. This had 
the effect of canceling the nomination which 
President Johnson had made of Henry 
Stanberry to be a member of the court. 

In 1869 Congress passed an act restoring 
the membership of the Supreme Court to 
nine, 

President Grant appointed Ebeneezer 
Rockwood Hoar to be a Justice, but the 
nomination was rejected. By this time he 
had two vacancies to fill, and his nomina.- 
tions were confirmed. Out of them grew 
the accusation that he packed the Supreme 
Court to work a reversal in the legal tender 
Cases, 

In 1873 President Grant nominated 

George H. Williams to be Chief Justice, 
but such opposition developed that he with- 
drew the nomination. Then he named 
Caleb Cushing, with like result. His nom- 
ination of Morrison R. Waite met the ap- 
proval of the Senate. 

se 


In 1893-94 President Cleveland appointed, 
successively, William RB. Hornblower and 
Walter H. Peckham to fill a vacancy, but 
both were rejected. His appointment to 
the place of Edward Douglass White was 
confirmed. White became Chief Justice in 
1910 by appointment of President Taft. 
Since 1894 no appointments to the Supreme 
Court have been rejected, but there have 
been rejections of appointments to other 
offices. This has been rather remarkably 
true of President Coolidge’s appointments. 

The absolute rejections of appointments 
to tlfe Supreme Court ts not a full index to 
; the curbing power of the Senate. Presi- 
dents have refrained from nominating; men 
of their choice because they have found 
upon test that the Senate was unfavorably 
inclined toward them. 

It has already been shown that Congress 
changed the number of memberg of the 
Supreme Court fn order to kill a nomina- 
tion. Congress often has Proposed legisla. 
tion to curb the power of the Supreme 
Court. In 1868 the House, 116 to 39, passed 
a bill requiring a vote of two-thirds of the 
Judges to hold an act unconstitutional, but 
the Senate dropped the measure, as it had 
been killed in the high court of Public opin. 
ion. But Rufus P. Spalding had sald of it. 
“For everything. except its official life. that 
tribunal must look to an act of Congress,” 
and others declared that Congress could re- 
duce the membership of the court to three 
if it so desired. : 

But Congress has done more than threat- 
en. In 1866 the Supreme Court held the 
military government in the Southern states, 
in time of peace. to be unconstitutional, 
whereupon Congress enacted, over Presi. 
dent Johnson's veto. a series of statutes 
which had the effect of overruling the Su. 
promé Court,
